The following is the crop report is¬ 
sued by the Bank of Montreal under 
date of June 22nd. 

In general the grain crops on the 
prairies are making good progress, 
but every district reports that rain 
is needed within the next ten days. 
Heavy rains in Ontario, Quebec and 
the Maritime Provinces have giv ■ i the 
crops an excellent start and ensured 
heavy hay harvest. British Columbia 
crops are suffering from an unusually 
dry spell. 

PRAIRIE PROVINCES 
Conditions generally very fair to 
good: rain needed throughout, but 

especially in Alberta. 

Calgary District;—Dry weather and 
hot winds prevailed first half of 
month followed by rain, though not 
Sufficient; no hail losses; pasture 
short, and hay prospects not promis¬ 
ing. Edmonton District: Frost 6th 
June did some damage to grain and 
garden truck; wheat well up; warm 
weather has been followed by needed 
showers; no serious damage from 
grasshoppers. Lethbridge district: 

Rain badly needed Nobleford and Bow 

A 

Island; some damage from^-'iitworms 
and grasshoppers vicinity Macleod. 
rye promises fair yield; pasture good 
Saskatoon district: Grain in good 
condition; local showers in most dis¬ 
tricts; general rains needed, although 
crops not yet suffering from lack of 
moisture; no damage from insects. 
Regina district: Wheat on summerfal- 
low doing well, but moisture insuffi¬ 
cient for grain seeded late on light 
soil and stubble, heavy rains needed, 
grasshoppers are being kept in check 
Winnipeg District; Crops making 
good progress, wheat in shot blade in 
early districts, rain needed, rye is a 
large crop, pralcitcally no damage 
from frost, bail or pests, pasture in 
good condition. 

PROVINCE OF QUEBEC 
Rain has been heavy in most sec¬ 
tions, and in some cases low-lying 
lands have suffered. All crops are 
looking well, but warm weather is 
needed. Prospects for a good hay 
crop are now excellent, green pasture 
generally in g'ood condition. 

PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 
Fall wheat somewhat uneven, but 
with continued favourable weather a 
fair average crop should be harvested. 
Spring grains and peas promise well. 
Hay uniformly satisfactory except at 
a few points in the Georgian Bay dis¬ 
trict. Sweet clover and alfalfa have 
been cut in some districts, pasture is 
excellent, moisture abundant. Pros¬ 
pects all over province are for a bet¬ 
ter than average all round crop. 

MjARITIME PROVINCES 
Recent rains have given all crops 
a good start, general conditions fa¬ 
vorable, warm weather now needed. 
Apple crop expected to be consider¬ 
ably less than last year owing to the 
heavy droppings, but it will be two 
weeks before correct estimates can be 
made. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA 
Weather very hot and dry, rain is 
badly needed; field crops suffering 
from lack of moisture, in Okanagan 
irrigation is general; June drop in 
apples heavy, too early to estimate 
(i'op; large fruits in Fraser valley 
promise well. Hops indicate 100 dpi-

i>la vers claimed early in the season 
that they were out for the Creamery 
Shield? 

All ye unbelievers, cast your eyes 
upwards at the window in the rot¬ 
unda of the hotel, which contains the 
coveted trophy. Julius Caesar in his 
famous message, “I came, I saw, I 
conquered,” ably summed up the situ¬ 
ation as regards the expedition of tH^ 
local team to the Edgerton tourna¬ 
ment on Wednesday last.

The next game 
was between Wainwright and Green- 
shields, the latter winning by a 
slcore of 7—6.

Then Chiauvin 
collided with Edgerton. The sister 
town thinking to take the game with¬ 
out exertion put in a sub pitcher, 
holding Spornitz in reserve. Unfor¬ 
tunately Chauvin ran away with both 
the sub and the regular when intro¬ 
duced; winnin-g handily by a score 
of 7-2. 

Then came the crucial moment—the 
struggle between Chauvin and Green- 
shields for first honors. The senti¬ 
ments of the crowd were divided. 
Most thought Greenshields the 
stronger team and yet a wise minor¬ 
ity held that Chauvin was better bal¬ 
anced, had more experienced players, 
and were more confident. The game 
was a slugfest from the opening ses¬ 
sion . It was such a gruelling batting 
and fielding contest as keeps a crowd 
on its toes the whole way. Chauvin 
got away to a two run lead early and 
not only maintained it, but added to 
it in successive innings. They made 
two home runs, numerous triples and 
a goodly number of doubles, and 
these, all off the best pitchers along 
the line. Someone dubbed the locals 
“hitting fools,’ and they certainly de¬ 
served the premier word of the title.

made a statement setting forth his 
own position, and that of his company 
on the matter. So malny attempts 
have been made to damage him in the 
eyes of the public through misrepres- 
entating his attitude, that the essen¬ 
tial portions of his statement are 
herewith reproduced. 

“There was no useful work that the 
royal grain inquiry, known as the 
Hyndman Commission, undertook to 
do that could not have been done by 
the Board of Grain Commissioners in 
the first instance. The Board of 
Grain Commissioners is expressly 
clothed under the law with all the 
powers of inquiry that are vested un¬ 
der art one of the Enquiry Act, I have 
stated before, and I will repeat here 
that the main purpose of the Grain 
Inquiry Commission wiais political ra¬ 
ther than to seek remedies for abuses 
in the grain business. 

There is another matter which I 
wish to make allusion to, because I 
find .that throughout eastern Canada 
particularly there is a very widespread 
misapprehension of the conditions 
existing alt the terminal elevators, and 
especially in the elevator controlled by 
the company with which I have been 
associated. The Royal Grain Inquiry 
Commission early last June, when it 
was sitting in the province of Sas¬ 
katchewan, by telegram authorized its 
secretary to hold a special session at 
Fort William, which was in the na¬ 
ture of a secret session. That session 
was held as w|as disclosed in evidence 
brought out in the injunction proceed¬ 
ings at Winnipeg, for the purpose of 
investigating certain charges against 
t he Grain Growers’ administration of 
their terminal elevator. The inquiry 
was held in camera, no notice was 
given to the parties concerned, and 
very serious charges were llevelled 
against the United Grain Growers for 
what had happened eight years pre¬ 
vious. I repeat that this evidence 
was received and published in the 
newspapers throughout the country 
without our having any chance to ap¬ 
pear at the proceedings and question 
the witness who gave that evidence, 
in which serious reflections were made 
on that Company. It was the most 
unfair land unjudicial inquiry under 
the guise of a commission that has 
ever taken place in the Dominion. I 
wish to place these facts before the 
House and the country in order that 
they may appreciate what really took 
place. 

The tenipression exists and it was 
fostered in every possible way dur¬ 
ing the last election campaign, that 
the United Grain Growers were 
afraid of an inquiry into their admin¬ 
istration; in a. word, that there was 
something dark and mysterious and 
sinister that they wished to coniceal. 
Within a few weeks of the time that 
that inquiry took place a.t Fort Wil¬ 
liam we asked the Board of Grain 
|Comm|i!sionelrs—who have (practically 
ell the powers that the Royal Grain 
Enquiry Commission had-to investig¬ 
ate as thoroughly and completely as 
they could all the allegations that had 
been made against the company. That 
was not done, although we repeated

our request several times. We took the 
opportunity to clear up as far as we

’ manner. I do not wish to burk any 
1 inquiry. As far as I personally am 
concerned and so far as te farmers’ 
1 companies are concerned, they cAurt 
the fullest possible inquiry. 

During the discussion on the rail¬ 
way estimates, Mr Knox brought up 
the completing- of the Hudson's Bay 
Railway, pointing out that as a large 
amount of money had already been 
spent' on this work, and as only a 
comparatively small amount would 
he required to complete it, the ne¬ 
cessary funds should he provided.

party to found iai colony in north¬ 
western Saskatchewan. 

The leader of the party was Mr 
Isaac Barr, who, because of his 
grandiloquent assertion that this was 
“ the greatest hegira since Moses led 
the children of Israel laloross the Red 
Sea,” was nicknamed “Moses” Barr. 
In those days the railway did not go 
nearer Battleford than Saskatoon, a 
distance of ninety -miles, and the cen¬ 
tre of the site selected for the colony 
lay another ninety miles west of Bat— 
tleford. There was so much dissatis¬ 
faction with Barr’s management that 
thq colonists deposed him at Saska¬ 
toon, and the two thousand down¬ 
hearted and homesick immigrants ap¬ 
pealed to Chaplain Lloyd to be their 
Joshua and lead them into the pro¬ 
mised land. 

They did not know it at the time, 
but if they had searched North Amer¬ 
ica they could not have found a better 
man for the task. For the second 
time Mr Lloyd 'marched on Battleford 
—only this time he was leader— and 
then he led his motley army of wiaigons 
and prairie schooners, drawn by oxen 


The new Anglican Bishop of Sas¬ 
katchewan, Dr. George Exton Lloyd, 
whose consecration is just announced, 
is no stiranger to his diocese. His¬ 
torically this will be his third march 
to Saskatchewan. The first was in 
1885, when a theological student at 
Wycliffe College, Toronto, he tramped 
against Louis Riel with the other boys 
of the Queens Own Rifles under Col. 
Otter from Swift Current to the relief 
of Battleford. He was severely 
wounded at the battle of Cut Knife 
Creek rescuing three troopers from 
the Indians. The military idea of a 
forward-marching organization gripp¬ 
ed him hard, and after his ordination 
he became known among his friends 
as the “soldier parson” 

He spent some time in parish work 
and religious journalism, and in 1900 
he went to England as an organizer 
fdr the Colonial and Continental 
Church Society. In 1903 he was pick¬ 
ed by the society for the special job 
of chaplain for the Britannia colony 
—a body of two thousand English 
people, who were coming out in one 


and horses, out ninety miles farther 
to the colony location. 

For three or four strenuous years 
he was chaplain, doctor, lawyer, poli¬ 
tical agent and fairy godmother gen¬ 
erally to the Britannia colony, and 
the colony honored him in many whys, 
not the least by naming their capital 
city after him—Lloydminster. 

When -the colony had found its 
“prairie legs” and could stand alone. 
Dr Newnham, the Bishop of Saskat¬ 
chewan, appointed M!r. Lloyd arch¬ 
deacon and set him the task of find¬ 
ing teachers and preachers for a dio¬ 
cese that was starting at that time 
a new town every morning. 

The war brought new problems, but 
Dr Lloyd m|et these and still kept 
hammering away on getting men for 
the field, a work which sometime 
seemed to necessitate his being on 
both sides of the Atlantic at once. By 
reason of the retirement of Bishop 
Newnham, he has now been called to 
make another ralarch into Saskatche¬ 
wan, this time as bishop. It promises 
to be the greatest campaign of this 
veteran campaigner.
